S bieefc  Vacation  of  Streets  & Alleys  in  the  Main  Street  Renewal  Area

Attached  are  five  (5)  declaratory  resolutions  for  the  vacation  of 
several  streets  and  alleys  in  an  area  bounded  by  Main  Street  on 
the  south;  Calhoun  Street  on  the  west;  Norfolk  & Western  Railway  on 
the  north  and  Lafayette  Street  on  the  east.  This  area  also  is 
commonly  referred  to  as  the  Main  Street  Renewal  Area  and  all  the 
property  within  this  perimeter  is  owned,  either  by  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  or  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation.  However,  the  Norfolk  & Western 
Railway  Company  abutts  portions  of  Dock  and  Columbia  and  therefore, 
should  be  sent  a notice  for  public  hearings. 

We  have  conferred  with  the  Plan  Commission  and  have  been  informed 
that  all  five  (5)  parcels  have  been  processed  through  their  department 
and  have  also  been  passed  by  the  Common  Council.  Also,  Mr.  Manny, 
Traffic  Engineer,  has  no  objections  to  any  of  these  streets  and  alleys 
being  vacated. 

Concerning  easements  - We  have  been  informed  by  all  utilities  that 
none  are  required,  except  on  Barr  Street.  We  have  retained  easement 
rights  on  Barr  Street  for  all  utilities  by  incorporating  the  grant 
into  the  vacation  instrument. 

This  method  has  been  suggested  by  City  Attorney,  Mr.  Keller,  rather 
than  trying  to  obtain  separate  grants  from  each  utility.
